DETAILED ACTION 

Acknowledgement is made of Applicant's IDS entered 1 1 April 2002. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lombardi (US 5,533,833). 

As to Claim 1, Lombardi discloses a synthetic hydrophobic sand formulation ("sand- 
polyurethane foam backfills" of col. 4 lines 38-40) exhibiting a penetration period of at least 9 
seconds for a drop of 2 molar ethanol under a minimal ethanol drop test (the penetration 
limitation is implied since the formulation is described as "water impermeable" at col. 4 lines 39- 
40). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Owa, Siak et al., Carman et al., Prince, Manz, and Benjamin et al. disclose in the 
prior art various sand formulations with low rates of permeability and/or infiltration.
